“Be it further resolved, that the 
council petition the executive coun- 
cil of the union of Alberta municipali- 
ties to urge this matter upon the gov- 
ernment in the interests of the various 
municipalities therein. 

It is understood that several other 
municipalities have the matter under 
consideration and resolutions of the 
sume nature are expected to be passed 
by each of them, with the idea of co- 
operation in bringing the question be-
